“The Socialists frankly ad- 
mit,” he said, “that they would de- 
stroy our constitution and our entire 
present system of government. A 
leading Socialist journal ridicules the 
term ‘patriot fathers’ and charges 
that they were more concerned with 
their own selfish interests than with 
ithe interests of the people in fram- 
ing the constitution. me

GOODRICH STARTS HIS 
ROOM FOR PRESIDENCY 


INDIANA GOVERNOR IN WASH- 
INGTON TO LINE UP DELE- 
GATES FOR 1920. 


([EXCIASIVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Gov. 
Goodrich of Indiana is here with a 
boom for himself as a candidate for 
the Republican Presidential nomi- 
nation. The Indiana Governor's 
visit will be followed tomorrow by 
a visit to Washington of Gov. Low- 
den of Illinois, who is conceded now 
to be one of the leaders in the Re- 
publican Presidential free-for-all to 
be staged next year. Gov. Lowden, 
who is in the East, is understood to 
be just dropping in on political and 
Congressional friends to look things 
over. 

Gov. Goodrich, it was learned, 
came to confer with Indians“ poli- 
ticians over the Presidential pros- 
pects following in the wake of J. 
B. Kealing of Indianapolis, his cam- 
paign manager, who has proceeded 
further eastward in search of pos- 
sible Goodrich delegates. 

While the Indiana Governor has 
no intention at this time to an- 
nounce formally his candidacy for 
the nomination, nor to open up a 
nation-wide campaign for delegates, 
he has finally decided to get into 
the race and came to Washington 
for the purpose of smoothing the 
way to capture Indiana's delegates 
to the next convention. 

NEW IS NEUTRAL. 

While here Gov. Goodrich con- 
ferred with Will H. Hays, Republic- 
an national chairman; Senators 
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Watson and New of Indiana, and 
with the Indiana delegation in the 
House. Senator New is neutral in 
the matter and will not oppose 
| Goodrich, although it is understood 
that New will not take any active 
steps to aid the Indiana Governor's 


cam 
Senator Watson, however, is 
neither neutral nor friendly to 


Goodrich. He is Goodrich’s strong- 
eat opponent for an instructed In- 
diana delegation and has been ad- 
vising his political friends in Indi- 
ana to work against a Goodrich 
Celegation to the national conven- 
tion and to stand firm for an unin- 
structed delegation. Watson also is 
nm candidate’ for the Republican 
romination for nator in Indiana 
next year and he cannot, therefore, 
actively enter the race to have the 
State delegation pledged to his 
Presidential aspirations, but he is 
doing the next best thing. which is 
to prevent the delegation going to 
Goodrich if he can help it. 
WATSON OBDURATE.

ON IN MEXICO. 


Tampico Paymaster is Victim 
of $37,500 Holdup. 


Texas Company's Workmen 
Shot by Bandits. 


Effort to Renew Train Service 
‘is a Failure. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

TAMPICO (Mex.) Sept. 20.—J. H. 
Moore, paymaster of the Mexican 
Aguila (Eagle) Oil Company, was 
making the rounds of the different 
field camps of the company for the 
purpose of paying off the men when 
he was held up near the town of 
Los Naranjos by two masked men 
and robbed of 75,000 pesos, equival-f 
ent to $37,500 gold. The men 
committed the robbery at the point 
of pistols while a group of bandits 
near-by kept their guns pointed at 


him during the holdup. The mili- 10 


tary authorities were notified of the 
robbery, but as yet no arrests have 
been made. | 

More than a score of mounted 
bandits. rode into the oil field camp 
of the Texas Company at Obando 
and. demanded the money and 
valuables of the men who were 
working on a storage tank. The de- 
mand was refused and the outlaws 
fired upon the men. One was shot 
through the body and seriously 
wounded and another was shot in 
the leg. After the shooting the 
bandits rode into the wilderness 
and trace of them was lost. 

An effort to re-establish pas- 
senger train service on the Tampico- 
San Luis Potosi line of the Na- 


tional Railways of Mexico proved 


disastrous to many of its passen- 
gers, according to statements of 
survivors, who arrived here. The 
train was attacked by bandits near 
Cardenas. More than a score of the 
passengers were killed. The life of 
Mrs. Edward Watkins of Tampico, 
the only American passenger, was 
threatened but the bandits finally 
permitted her to continue her trip. 
WILSON WIRES CARRANZA. 
{EXCILASIVE DIGPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Presi- 
dent Wilson paused in his strenuous 
tour of appeal to the country on 
behalf of the peace treaty a few 
days ago to send felicitations to 
President Corranza on the an- 
niversary of Mexican independence. 

The State Department discloses 
this fact in the following announce- 
ment: 

“President Wilson under date of 
September 16, sent the following 
message to President Carranza at 
Mexico City expressing congratula- 
tions to the Mexican people on their 
Mexican independence anniversary: 

take pleasure in extending to 
your excellency on this anniversary 
of the independence of Mexico my 
cordial felicitations and best wishes 
for the peace, prosperity and prog- 
ress of the Mexican people.“ 

The State Department has given 
out its attitude toward waivers of 
rights which Americans visiting cer- 
tain districts in Mexico are required 
to sign, explaining that those who 
sign them are in no way losing 
protection of this government. 

“Advised that the Mexican gov- 
ernment has instructed its consuls,” 
the State Department says, “to re- 
fuse to vise passports of American 
citizens going to certain districts of 
Merico unless these Americans 
waive the responsibility of the Mex- 
ican government for any physical 
injury which might result, the de- 
partment of State today telegraphed 
to the. American consulate at Tam- 
pico that any such waiver will not 
operate to interfere in the slightest 
with the obligation of the United 
States to protect its citizens under 
international law. The department 
also has answered private American 
citizens to the same effect. 

“The information received by the 
department shows that the Mexican 
authorities required American cit- 
izens holding passports for Mexico 
to sign the following affidavit of 


to enter the Tampico district: 

undersigned, under oath, 
deposes and says that he has been 
warned that Tampico oll region ig a 
dangerous district on account of the 
activities of bandits operating in 
said region. The deponent, by 
reason of hie business as employee, 
is on hig way to that region and 
travels at his own risk. That in 
case some accident might happen to 
him, he formally. renounces the right 
that he or his heirs might have to 
present a claim to the Mexican gov- 
ernment, either directly or through 
any other channels.’ 

“The attitude of the Department 
of State is set forth in a message 
in which Acting Secretary of State 
Phillips instructs the consulate at 
Tampico that compliance with the 
wiaver requirements will not inter- 
fere with the relations between the 
United States and its citizens and 
that Americans so complying will in 
no way lose the protection of this 
government as to rights to which 
they are entitled by the generally 
accepted principles and rules of in- 
ternational law. Americang will de- 
termine for themselves, in view of 
this position on the part of the 
United States government, whether 
they will comply with the waiver 
requirement, 

“There is no treaty between this 
country and Mexico on this question 
and the department's message points 
out that ft is an accepted maxim 
of international law that every gov- 
ernment has power to prevent the 
entrance of foreigners into its ter- 
ritory or to permit them to enter 
on any conditions or in apy cases 
that it may determine.”

Expert Proves that Under- 
nourishment Exists. 
Chicago Families Cannot Live 
on $1800 a Year. 


Los Angeles Better Fed than 
Eight Other Cities. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 
[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH, } 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Wide- 
spread under-nourishment of fami- 
lies with incomes of less than $1500 
a year has resulted from the in- 
creased cost of living in Chicago 
end other large eities, according to 
the conclusions of an investigation 
made public by the Department of 
Labor. 

The cost of food in Chicago, how- 
ever, is less than in New York, Bos- 
ton and some other large cities, de- 
epite an 80 per cent, rise of prices 
in Chicago since 1913. 

The analysis of living costs by 
Prof. William F. Ogburn shows that | 
unless a family in Chicago and ten 
other cities, consisting of husband, 
wife and three children, has $1800 
a year to expend for all purposes, 
it is unable to purchase sufficient 
food that is adequately nourishing. 

Chicago families with incomes of 
$1400 or less are not as well fed as 
families of the same size in most 
other large cities, while families 


with $1600 or more are better fed 
in Chicago than in most other cities. 
DIET IS INADEQUATE. 

Prof. Ogburp found that more 
than 50 per cent, of the families 
with low tncomes in all the eleven 
cities were unable to purchase a diet 
of adequate nourishment while from 
15 to 20 per cent. of these families 
are distinctiv underfed. 

After presenting the figures show- 
ine the relative cost of an “eg 
in the eleven cities, 
burn save: 

“The table shows that in Chicago 
the normal family of 3.36 ecutva- 
lent adult males with expenditures 
-of $1000 purchased on the average 
9684. calories per man per day; 
those with expenditures of $1490 
purchased 23079: those with 
tures of $1600 purchased 2308; 
those with expenditures of $1409 
purchased 86388 and those with ex- 
penditures of $2000 purchased 3761 
calories. If 3800 calories per man 
ner day is a test of an adequate dict, 
then we should be justified frem the 

above fieures in saying that in Chi- 
eago families of this size were not 
adequately fed unless their incomes 
were as high as $1800 a year, al- 
though families with $1690 total ex-., 
penditure were consuming on the 
average a fairly large number of 
eale 3306. 
CON ITIONS COMPARED. 
“In Providence and New York, 


two cities with unusually high food 
costs, virtually none of the normal 
families within the range of in- 
comes studied were getting food 
yielding 3500 calories, although 
with $1600 total annual expenditure 
the food consumption yielded over 
3000 calories per man per day. In 
Seattle and San Franciseo none of 
the famiites within the groupe cov- 
ered quite reached the 3500 calories 
mark, on the average, but families 
with a total of annual expenditure 
of $1200 consumed food yielding 
about 8060 calories per man per 
day. Only in St. Paul, Minneapolis, 
New Orleans (white) and New Or- 
leans (negro) and Atlanta, were 
families with expenditures of $1000 
a year able to purchase food yield- 
ing over 3000 calories per man per 
day. On the whole, in no case was 


the average consumption of anr 
group of families as low as 25600 
calories,” 


BETTER ON COAST. 

The extent of undernourishment 
among the families investigated was 
41 per cent. in Providence. 33 per 
gent. in New York, 25.7 per cent. in 
Chicago, 28.5 per cent. in Boston, 
21.5 per cent. in St. Louis, 17.4 per 
cent. in Seattle and 14,3 per cent. 
in St. Paul, and Minneapolis. 

A Chieago family of this size 
with an annual expenditure of 
$1300 for all purposes expends $528 
for food which is expended for food 
by a family of such size in New 
York where the cost is $597, in 
Boston, $593; in r $559; in 
Phitmdeiphia, $555; in San Francisco, 
| $542; in Kansas City, $533, and in 
Cincinnati, 9529. 

LOS ANGELES LOW. 

Such a family expends less for 
food in St. Loula where the cost ts 
$524, in Cleveland, $519; in Detroit, 
$512; in Brazil, Ind., and Danville, 
and Pana, III., $511; Indianapolis, 
$510; Buffalo, $603. Los Angeles, 
$494. and Minneapolis and St. Paul, 
$481. 

The average working man in San 
Francisco eatg more meat than his 
brother in any other city with 
Denver ranking second and Chicago 
third. Fun is eaten more generally 
in Boston and New Orleans than 
| in any other city, but the New 
Yorker is less of a fish eater than 
the Chicagoan. The New Yorker, 
however, consumes the most milk 
relatively in his diet, but your Seat- 
tle citizen has the sweetest tooth 
with the Chicagoan ranking second. 
Fruit is a more conspicuous item 
of the diet in San Francisco and 
Denver than elsewhere as are v — 
ta in Providence, Minneapolis, 
St. Louis and Chicago.

DISCUSSES DEBATE. 

The debate in Congress yester-

believes in maintaining our troops 
in Russia and Siberia, and that upon 
us is the moral responsibility of least 
to maintain the new nations set up 
by the peace treaty. If a moral 
responsibility exists for us to pro- 
tect and preserve and maintain 
these new nations, the responsibility 
also exists to protect them with vur 
epower. And if this responsibility 
exists, it means no matter how much 
we may say that we deem the re- 
sponsibility only moral, that Amer- 
ican troops must for all time in the 
future, whenever it be necessary, va- 
tro] threatened nations in Europe. 
And this is exactly what Article X 
ig intended to do The soldier bevs 
in Russia now are boys who were 
drafted to fight with Germany and 
who, almost a year after the war 
with Germany has ended, are fight- 
ing an undeclared war. This is the 
League of Nations again. It pre- 
sents a situation to which I will not 
subscribe. The question is apart 
from the fantastic and wholly wr ng 
Joctrine of Bolshevism. 

“Tf an American President can 
order American voys to their death 
in Russia without warrant of law 
and in defiance cf the Constitu- 
tion, he can order American boys 
into other countries as well.” 

AT CROSSROADS. 

“I feel very keenly that our na- 
tion stands today at the crossroads 
of its destiny. 

“The document that has been pre- 
sented to us and which we are asked 
to make a part of our great nation 
comes to us at a time most peculiar 
in our history. We have a singular, 
psychological reflex from the world 
war, working on the lives of the 
people, distorting their intellects. 
Nations are unable to see with the 
same clarity of vision as at other 
periods. 

“T assume that each of you would 
go to almost any extremity in order 
to preclude the possibility of an- 
other cataclysm such as we have 
seen in the past four vears. 

“You recall that before we knew 
anything about the great covenant 
of the league, gentlemen were going 
about from city to city, from Stats 
to State. preaching of its virtues 
and telling of the marvelous things 


suit of the great document. And 
most of us, indeed, welcomed any- 
thine that might render less like!® 
wars in the future: but we have 
watched the proceedings abroa.! 
with a growing disillusionment. We 
saw one by one the great principles 
to which we had given unqualified 
indorsement and approval aban- 
doned and surrendered. 

“There are some places that are 
paved with good intentions. Paris 
is not one of them. 

VOTED FOR WAR. 

1 cast my first vote in the United 
States Senate fof the direct declara- 
tion of war. In the early discus- 


sion of the war, after its declara- 
tion, there was a spell on me, just 
as I imagine every American ex- 
perienced, a desire to do something 
superhuman, to devote my utmost 
energies to the country's problems, 
that it might perform its great part 
and do its duty in the vast con- 
flict confronting us. I remember 
in those days sitting in my seat and 
seeing Balfour of England come 
from the side door, and mount the 
rostrum of the Senate. For the 
first time—so tender is the Senate 
in its precedents——for the first time 
cince La Favette was there—Balfour 
was the only foreign diplomat to 
address that body. I remember him 
telling how he and his people were 
fighting the war for the same thir.xs 
we were, for democracy of the 
world; I heard Viviani of France. I 
didn’t understand him, but the 
musical eloquence of his words was 
apparent; he told us in like altruistic 
tenor how he and his countrymen 
were struggling that democracy 
might be made safe: I heard Ishii 
of Japan and Udine of Italy talk 
from this same rostrum. My heart 
throbbed and my eyes strained, dur- 
ing those fateful moments whils 
they were talking to us in idealistic 
phrases; and during the very time 
they were talking to us their pockets 
were bulging with secret treaties 
made before we had entered the 
war, treaties which disposed of the 
peoples and territories of the earth 
and which partitioned the earth's 
surface: but they never mentioned 
them to Senator or Congressman, nor 
to the President or the Secretary of 
State, never lisped a syllable of their 
existence; and the President told 
us he never heard of these secret 
treaties until he reached Paris. 
couldn't stop to characterize 
this sort of duplicity and double 
dealing, but I say that when we 
have had that sort of experience 
with the men in whose power we 
are about to place ourselves under 


i this treaty, that we ought to know 


just what we are going to do be- 
fore we undertake it. 


WANTS FREE DETERMINATION. 

“Whenever humanity calls, when- 
ever mankind is in distress, or the 
anguished cries of civilization are 


heard, I would have our country in 
the future do just what it has done 
in the past, because it will answer 
to that ery and do its full duty by 
pevples and humanity. But what 
I say to you is that we at Washing- 
ton are fighting for this: When the 
time arid the call comes for acting, 
we. as Americans, shall determine 
that time and mode of acting, 
without the British Empire or any 
other nation deciding for us. 

“That is the tssue. Not that we 
want to live isolated from ali the 
rest of the world, but when you put 
we at the conference at Geneva in 
secrecy with eight foreign nations.

The honest man 
and the honest nation carry out 
their moral obligations as readily 
as either would carry out a legal 
obligation. 

“It may be legal or moral, or, as 
the President says, compulsorily 
moral; it may be of one sort or the 
other, nevertheless when the United 
States of America signs its name 
to a document by which it: guaran- 
tees territorial integrity of 
other nation the United States of 
America will carry out its obliga- 
tions no matter what the cost may 

, So I don’t stop to talk to 
you in differentiation of one kind 
of obligation or another. 

GOD-GIVEN ISOLATION. 

“Our splendid isolation of the 
past, to which our friends on the 
other side so feelingly refer, is a 
matter quite apart from the dicus- 
sion. They say we have entered 
upon our world career, we can't turn 
back. Not so, at all. We have 
never been isolated from the rest of/ 
the world, financially, socially, com- 
mercially, politically, or any other 
way. The only isolation which has 
been ours is geographical. God 
gave us the two oceans, and what 
God has given us in these two 
oceans even the League of Nations 


report 


can't take away from us. 
“If any man had come to you 


three years before the war; if any 
man should come to you three years 
hence and say to you that he was 
entering into a partnership between 
thig nation and a foreign nation 
by which the foreign nation should 
be given six votes in that partner- 
ship and ovr country should be 
given only one, you would hoot him 
from the rosturm—if he did that 
three years ago or three years hence, 
you would hoot him away. 

“But so strange and distorted is 
our psychology today that that 
very proposition is made to us. Now, 
I have no prefudice against our 
English brother. i admire him im- 
mensely, I admire the ability with 
which Lloyd George represented the 
British empire. I. would that we 
could have hired somebody to rep- 
resent America who could have 
served our interests as well. 

“What a proud boast it was that 
he made to his Parliament the other 
day when he said he had added to 
the great British empire 3890 000 
square miles ct territory. What a 
proud thing it was when he said 
to them: We have 80 arranged it 
now that whenever we are called in- 
to any war the United States en- 
ters automatically.’ What a provd 
thing it was for him when he was 
able to demonstrate that the great 
British empire holds today practi- 
cally one-fourth of the whole sur- 
face of the earth, and that its dream 
of rule from Cairo to the Cape is 
now realized. | 

SAFE GUARDED FOREVER. 

“But as I look about the nations 
of the world who are profiteering 
from the war, I find one nation 
fought for its ideals. As Lioyd 
George with his tremendous terri- 
torial gains, and Clemenceau, with 
his, looked about to find unprofiting 
nations, they saw before them Amer- 
ica, and they wrote into that pact 
that this nation should guarantee to 
England, Italy, to France, to Japan, 
all their acquisitions from the war, 
and safeguard forever ali these na- 
tions that profited su immensely in 
teritories and peoples. | 

This is the issue whether the non- 
profiting nation in the world, yours 
and mine, shall guarantee the profit 
and booty tney have gained from 
the other nations of the earth. Why 
not only do we guarantee our Eur- 
opean neighbors their spoil, but we 
guarantee to our neighbors beyond 
the sea, the Japanese, their spoilis, 
and you can’t question the infamy 
of the Shantung decision in glitter- 
ing generalities, pleasing phrases. Do 
you know what has been the proud- 
est boast of America during these 
last 140 years? 

Its proud Soast has always heen 
that it has kept its faith. and never 
broken its word. It never rejected 
a friend; it never engaged in terri- 
torial acquisition against a friand. 
And today for the first time in his- 
tory the signature of the Unite4 
States of America has gone upon a 
document that is a fraud upon a 
friend. 


PARTNERS OF BURGLARS. 
“Now, we are toid we can do lit- 
tle good by any amendment or by 
any objection to this particular trea- 


ty. That may be so; but because vou 
can't prevent a burgary, there is 
no reason why you saouid go into 
partnership with the buiglars. And 
that is exactiv what we are doing 
in the Shantung matter 

“During the last two years there

“Reports continue coming to this 
Gepartment indicating profiteering 
in shoes and other articles of wear- 
ing apparel.

SUGAR PRICE RAISED. 

“We are also just advised that 
the Holly Sugar Corporation of Cal- 
ifornia is placing the new crop of 
beet sugar on the market at $11.59 
per hundred against $9, which is 
the prevailing price for the 514 
crop.

“The matters mentioned in this

ARTICLES THAT INCREASED. 

The articles which increased in 
price were eggs and rice, 6 per cent. 
each: Crisco, potatoes, and raisins, 
4 per cent. each; fresh and evap- 
orated milk. coffee and prunes, 3 
per cent. each; pork chops, butter, 
cornmeal, rolled oats, navy beans 
2 per cent. each: canned 
salmon, oleomargamine, cheese, 
bread, macaroni and oranges, 1 per 
cent. each. Ham, nut margarine 
and tea increased less than five- 
tenths of 1 per cent. 

The articles which declined in 
price were sirloin steak, round steak 
and rib roast, 3 per cent, each; 
chuck roast. 4 per cent. and plate 
beef, 6 per cent. Other articles 
which declined are onions, 20 per 
cent., cabbage 15 per cent.: lamb, 
5 per cent.; bacon, flour, cornflakes, 
baked beans, canned corn, canned 
peas and canned tomatoes 1 per 
cent. each. Hens, cream of wheat 
and bananas declined less than five- 
tenths of 1 per cent. and the price of 
lard was the same in August as in 
July. 

ITEMIZED ADVANCES. 

The price of food since August 
1918, the figures further show, has 
increased 12 per cent. in the United 
States. Prunes increased 
cent., coffee 5° per cent.; 
42. per cent.; potatoes 28 per cent.; 
lard, 27 per cent.; cheese, 26 per 
ecent.; butter, and sugar, 19 per 
cent, each; raisins, 18. per cent.; 
ham 17 per cent.; rice, 16 per cent.; 
fresh milk, 14 per cent.; 
per cent; pork chops, 
cent.; flour, 9 per cent.; hens d per 
cent.: bacon, canned salmon and tea, 
7 per cent.; bread 2 per cent.; and 
stirolin steak, 1 per cent. Navy 
beans declined 16 per cent: plate 
beef 11 per cent. chuck roast 6 
per cent.; cornmeal, 3 per cent. 
and rib roast and lamb 1 per cent. 
Round steak decreased less than 
5-10 of 1 per cent. 

During the six-year pediod, Au- 
gust, 1913, to August, 1919, the re- 
tall price of twenty-two articles of 
food combined increased 91 per 
cent. 

Articles increasing 100 per cent.

| CURZON DENIES THAT 
PERSIA IS ABSORBED-} 


‘SAYS THAT TREATY DOES NOT 
CONSTITUTE A PROTECTOR- 
ATE IN ANY SENSE. 


[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRES.) 

LONDON, Friday, sept. 19-— 
Great Britain’s treaty with Persia 
does not constitute a protectorate of 
the latter country in any way, the 
only object of the agreement being 
to Insure Pa*sa an opportunity to 
work out her destiny es an inde- 
pendent country, said Earl Curzon, 
government leader in the House of 
Lords, at a Ainner given here to- 
night in honor of the Foreign Min- 
ister of Persia. The speaker admit- 
ted there had been misunderstan4- 
ings of the treaty, but said there was 
no ground for suspicion 
“An era of chacs and confusion 
Asia was forecast by Earl Cur- 
n, who declared it would be some 
time before ability is restored in 
regions formerly dominaicd by Rus- 
sia and Turkey. 

INDEPENDENCE VITAL. 


“When we speak of the independ- 
ence of Persia.“ Earl Curzon 4-id, 
“I contend that the independence of 
Persia is a British as well as a Per- 
sian interest. Indeed, our main in- 
terest in Persia is its indepengence. 
We do not wart Persia to be a rere 
buffer against our ener. s. We wnt 
her to be a bulwark for the peace 
of the world and 1 can assure our 
guest he need have nc fears apo

‘The Im- 
perial Suite,” known yesterday as 
the “Presidential Suite,” 1 in the 
annex building of the ‘hotel, at its 
southern end, facing Spring street. 

The suite consists of a private 
dinning-room, parlor, two bedrooms. 
private pantry, baths and servants’ 
reoms. The rooms were reserved 
for the President by Office Man- 
ager T. L. Andrews of the Alex- 
andria after a conference With Rus- 
sell Jervis. the President's represent- 
ative, who travels ahead of the. 
party, and R. H. Moulton, chair- 
man of the hotel committee of the 
Mayor's reception committee. 

Fifty-two persons make up the 
Presidential party. Forty-three 
rooms, most of them on the seventh 
floor, were occupied by the party 
yesterday. The President aed Mrs. 
Wilson, the secret service men and 
the newspaper men all had rooms 
on that floor. 

IN GRIFFITH'S ROOMS. 

What is said to be one of the most 
luxurious hotel suites in the world 
was occupied yesterdav and will be 
used today by Secretary Tumulty.

ator Johnson has abandoned the trail 
of President Wilson “somewhere in the 
Middle West“ and has returned to Wash- 
ington, where his vote against the League 
of Nations is held to be worth more than 
his voice. There is a clause in the Constt- 
tution providing that a peace treaty must 
be ratified “by a two-thirds vote of those 
present.” Johnson in Washington nullifies 
two votes in favor of the league; while 
Johnson on the trail of the President sim- 
ply proves that a sideshow doesn’t stand 
much chance in a popularity contest with 
the main tent 

It was the original plan of the league 
opponents that Senator Johnson should fol- 
low the President through the West, where 
Johnson was supposed to be popular, and 
return to Washington for the final vote on 
the peace treaty. But, outside certain dis- 
tricts in the Northwest where there is a 
heavy German population, the reception 
given to Senator Johnson's criticism of the 
league and the treaty were distinctly 
disquieting to those who hope to block 
ratification in the Senate. So, after 
conferring with his political colleagues in 
the Hast, he decided to return to Washing 
ton. His speeches against the league were 
simply supplying the background to throw 
the President’s addresses in high relief. 

From the time the first draft of the 
league covenant was published most of the 
opposition has come from the professional 
politicians and its support from the coun- 
try at large. The majority of the people 
are for the league, and those who seek to 
array public sentiment against it are not 
making a success of their partisan crusade. 

So the California Senator's trip to the 
Coast has been given up. The Presi- 
dent’s masterly arguments in favor of the 
League of Nations are to go unanswered. 
Senator Johnson is the last of the oppost- 
tion to admit that an appeal to the coun- 
try against the treaty is hopeless. They 
are gathering in the Senate for a last fight, 
with their backs to the wall, against the 
steadily-increasing force of public opinion, 
which favors an early ratification of the 
peace treaty. The Johnson barn-storming 
tour, Uke many another road show, broke 
down at the end of the fi week 

One has but to read extracts from 
Senator Johnson's speeches, given by the 
Associated Press, to discover why they 
failed to carry conviction. The Senate 
opposition is centered on the League of 
*Nations; the only criticism which awak- 
ened even a momentary sympathy was 
that denouncing the transfer of the Ger- 
man holdings in the Shantung Peninsula 
to Japan; and the Shantung agreement is 
a part of the main body of the treaty and 
has no direct connection with the League 
of Nations. Returning Shantung to China 
would not necessitate an amendment of 
the league covenant: but it would require 
reassembling the original signatories to 
the treaty and holding the Peace Confer- 
ence over again. 

The Times has repeatedly pointed 

that there is not a convincing argument 
against the ratification of the peace treaty. 
All the criticism is aimed at little clauses 
in certain sections. The argument against 
it has to be made up of shreds and patches: 
and, combine them as they will, the oppo- 
nents of the peace treaty have failed to 
make them presentable. Moreover, these 
petty criticisms have an unfortanate habit 
of contradicting each other. To {llustrate: 
in one part of a speech Senator Jobnson 
said that this country should keep out of 
the league because it would be leaguing it- 
self with four bankrupts—referring to the 
British Empire, France, Italy and Japan. 
But in another part of the same address 
he declared that Great Britain, through the 
treaty, became possessor of a fourth of 
the earth's surface and secured enough 
collateral to pay her war expenses. 
. Stung dy the declaration of the Presi- 
dent that the continued opposition to the 
peace treaty increased the unrest in the 
world and added to the menace of Bol- 
shevism, Senator Johnson retorted: 

Do you know where Bolshevism is 
bred? It is bred in the hearts of wom- 
en whose sons enlisted or were drafted 
to fight a war with Germany and who 
have been shot down in Siberia. 

But Senator Johnson did not find his au- 
diences in sympathy with his charge that 
Bolshevism is bred in the hearts of mothers 
whose sons have made the supreme sacri- | 
fice in the war of deliverance. There was 
no greater display of courage and fortitude 
during the war than that of the American 
mothers whose sons were sent beyond seas, 
sent to fight wherever duty called The 
campaign in Siberia was a part of the gen- 
eral strategy of the war. It was neces- 
sary to stop the sweep eastward of Russian 


which the United States had offered to 
Russia while that country was still our 
ally, lay at Viadivostok. It was certainly 
military wisdom to send American troops 
there to keep it from falling into the hands 
of our enemies. 

When Senator Johnson, or anyone else, 
makes the charge that Bolshevism is bred 
in the hearts of American mothers who 
gave their sons that heir country should 
live he merits a severe rebuke. Little won- 
der that an opposition boletered up by such 
argument should fail to convince. Political 
ambition causes a strange blindness at 
times; but there are limits which even 
demagogues may not cross with {mpunity. 
“Tt is a bad and lost cause which, fn its 
extremity, resorts to epithets and vitupera- 
tion,” said Senator Johnson in answer to 
charges of Bolshevism and pro-Germanism 
made by President Wilson. But the effect 
of that retort was lost when, a little far 
ther on, he referred to the League of Na- 
tions as “this infamous thing that is sought 
to be handed down to us within that treaty.” 
While a loyal American might honestly be- 
neve that certain reservations should be 
made in limiting the extent to which this 
country shall engage itself in joining a 
League of Nations, the number is infinitesi- 
mally small of those who are inclined to 
look upon the league itself as an “infamous 


Senator Johnson fafled also to create 
sympathy in his appeal for a United States 
which should hold itself in isolation from 


ald, and the Lord has denied just that 
thing to the different races of Europe. And 
while our internationalists in behalf of the 
League of Nations prate of the fact that we 
cannot long remain isolated, they forget 
that, geographically, the isolation remains 
immutable.” 

Is the Senator unaware that the “us” to 


tion was the American Indian? Is he un- 
aware that that isolation disappeared when 
Columbus crossed the western seas? The 
geographical isolation failed to save the 
Indian tribes as soon as it was known that 
there was something here that the rest of 
the world wanted; and no one but what 
Senator Sherman calls “a pale blue ass” 
could seriously believe that geographical 
isolation would protect this country in the 
age of air navigation, wireless telegraphy, 
submariries and long-range guns. 

When one peruses the press reports of 
those Johnson speeches the wonder ceases 
that the last of the opposition Senators has 
returned to Washington to make a stand 
in a position that is itself rapidly becom- 
ing untenable.

The timber and brush on the west 
side of the San Gabriel Canyon are 
a mass of seething flames, and yes- 
terday ashes were reported as falling 
in Millard Canyon, at the head of 
the Arroyo Seco, just north.of Pasa- 
dena. Ashes were also noticed in 
Hollywood and Beverly, The skies 
north of Pasadena are covered with 
a black pall of smoke. 

Supervisor“R. H. Chariton, of the 
reserve, spent yesterday at Pasadena 
recruiting a force of men to relieve 
the wearied forces that had been 
fighting the fire for a week, and 
securing supplies for the fire-fight- 
ers. 

Supervisor Tilloton, of the Cleve- 
land National Reserve, came to Lot 
Angeles yesterday, from San Diego. 
in response to a call for help, and 
brought with him a Half-dezen men, 
who immediately went ont on the 
fire’ line. So far @ summer cabins, 
in the Pacoima and the two Tejunca 
canyons, had not been t ed by the 
fire and there seems jf mediate 
danger to the buildings. 

There is great difficulty in getting 
within effective distance of the fire 
on account of the topography of the 
country, and much valuable time is 
‘spent climbing heights necessary to 
reach in order to be, near enough to 
do good work. Since the fire started 
a week ago, Friday in the vicinity 
of the cabin of thd hermit, Rau», 
on the east side of the San Gavriel. 
‘it has burned over thousands of 
the fire line miles. 


So far the loss in dollars and e. 
has been limited for the most part 
to the destruction of the watersheds | 
and firebreaks, endangering the wa- | 
companies in the devastated region. 
‘although there is considerable mer- 
chantable timber destroyed. The 
whole country from Azusa, San 
Dimas and other points to Pasa-| 
dena has helped and joined the fire- 
fighters. Other national reserves may 
be called on for help, if the fire 
gets into Millard Canyon, thresten- 
ing the outskirts of Pasadena.

But it isn’t only the city that is 
thus platted and surveyed by pic- 
ture companies. The whole West is 
for rent, scouts from the various 
film concerns have catalogued every 
nook and corner ef the country, and 
the finding of suitable locations haz 


been raised to a fine art. Take Uni- 


versal City, for instance. No mat- 
ter what demand may be made up- 
on the location bureau of the pro- 
duction office, the sort of place de- 
fired ts sure to be found catalogued, 
because a crowd of scouts is out all 
the time nosing about to find “loca- 
tions,” photographing them when 
possible, describing them and bring- 
ing the data into the location of- 
fice. 
SECRET TREASURES. 


Once on a time the picture plavers, 
whole auto loads of ‘em, used to 
start out and find their own loca- 
tions. But now that so much of the 
West has been “shot,” picture direc- 
tors must be more skillful in find- 
ing locations. Often they treasure 
these as their own secrets. I was 
talking to Ernest Warde, Jack Ker- 
rigan’s director, the other day, and 
I find he has a pet brook and a per- 
fect peach of an adobe house in 
good repair, the situation of which 
he won't disclose for love nor money, 
since he figures he can use them 
many times from different angles if 
nobody else discovers them. Brooks, 
especially, are like dissolved jewelry, 
he says, they're so difficult to find. 
And he found this one right near 
Los Angeles, after all! After send- 
ing as far away as north of Santa 
Barbara, he located one within an 
hour of town! 

The great value of Southern Cal- 
ifornia to picture makers, of course, 
aside from the priceless quality of 
the sunlight, is that every sort of 
location can be found within a few 
miles of Los Angeles. But so much 
has been written on this subject that 


phase. Suffice it that, taking Un- 
iversal City as a model, every loca- 


tion in the West, including Arizona, 


Mexico and the Rocky Mountain 
States. is known to the Universal 
location scouts; and this is true of 
most of the other companies. Once 
to film a photo- 
drama at any one of the distant 
locations, a telegram is sent to the 
company’s representative at that 
point. By return wire comes a state- 
ment as to the climatic conditions, 
whether or not any changes have 
been made in the location, whether 
or not it is accessible, together with 
full information regarding transpor- 
tation, the cost of using such a loca- 


tion. 

RANCH OWNERS. 
Many of the companies own 
ranches, where a good deal of their

kept the entire crowd waiting more 
than an hour for the interpreter to 
return. Every minute of time was 
costing hundreds of dollars, but a 
sign over the door announcing that 
it was the entrance to a tea garden 
was essential, and knowing that 
many people who could read Chi- 
nese would see the production when 
it was presented on the screen, he 
determined to wait. At last the in- 
terpreter returned, looked at the 
sign and amiled his inscrutable 
smile. 

“Have the carpenters turn it over: 
it's upside down!” was all he Said. 

Sometimes, it appears, according 
to Jimmy Hogan, Mr. Dwan's as- 
sistant ,that people are paid not to 
work! 

“We went out on location in a 
park, the other day,” grinned cimmy,

to go away, but they wouldn't, and 
finally we had to pay em $65 apiece 
to move on.”

People 
thought the old lady who sold 
Pencils was bona fide, so she sold 
her whole stock and made 60 cents 
besides her pay for working in the 
picture.”’ 

But directors are not always 80 
lucky. and especially when handling 
foreigners is the work difficult. Jack 
Conway tells me that in a Chinese 
picture which he was making with 
Jack Kerrigan, the story called for 
his borrowing a suit of Chinese 
clothes from the proprietor of a 
curio store, in order to escape from 
the district. This scene was shot“ 
in Chinatown, But when the 
Chinese saw Mr. Kerrigan dressed in 
their costume, they felt that they 
were being made fun of, and no 
amount of persuasion could shake 
that belief. They became so per- 
turbed about it, and scowled and 
threatened so darkly, that it was 
decided not to finish the scene there, 
which called for a lot of action in- 
volving the Chinese, but to duplicate 
the set at the studio. 

Ruth Roland, while working re- 
cently in Chinatown during the 
making of a serial, in a scene call 
ing for a chase, had to give it up. 
As she was dressed in Chinese cloth- 
ing, the orlentals thought there was 
a tong War on, over a pretty maiden 
of the flowery kingdom, and things 
got very exciting indeed for a few 
minutes. 

Speaking of the effect on the na- 
tives of the use of certain towns, 
Jack Conway tells this one: 

“We were taking pictures in Coul- 
terville, Cal, one time. All the 
buildings that we wanted were a 
glaring white, much too bright for 
The spending of a few 
dollars permitted the application of 
various shades of water-color paints. 
Imagine the feeling of the men who 
had been away for the day coming 
home to the rainbow -village that 
they had left so pure and white! 
Well, the surprise that you imagine 
is nothing to the surprise that these 
same men expressed when they re- 
turned again the next day and found 
the houses all washed clean of their 
colors!” 

The inconveniences of compantes 
out on location are sometimes 
amusing—anyhow to read about.

All Social- 
ists agreed on these basic prin- 
cipies, but differ profoundly con- 


cerning their applicatioh. 

In ordinary affairs it ie difficult to 
determine just what constitutes the 

it of one’s awn labor,” or to 
what extent one may be said to be 
profiting by the labors of others. 
But we must recognize that one's 
whole attitude toward socialism in 
general igs wetermined in the main 
by his interpretation of these prin- 
ciples. According as one hag prop- 
erty, or a fixed income, or no prop- 
5 or even no steady employment, 
will his judgment of: Socialism be 
affected. We cannot escape the per- 
sonal equation in such vital matters! 
and we must therefore make the 
greater effort to attain a fair point 
of view. 

It should be recognized that those 
Socialists who believe in democ- 
racy aim to bring about the eco- 
nomic om of the workingman 
by slow orderly processes, through 
the ferce of education and moral 
suasion. The Bolshevist, however, is 


determined to accomplish this end 


by moral coercion and violence. 

He does n shrink at terrorism, 
cruelty, or murder. He ts controlled 
by fanaticism and fury. 

FANATICISM. 

The fanaticism zor the Bolshevist 
springs from his’ class hatred—his 
contempt and venom for the mem- 
bers of the bourgeoisie — those 
beneficairies of capitalism and in- 
dustrialism whom he claims are car- 
ried on the shoulders of the prole- 
tariat. And by this term he denotes 
all who in any y are dependent 
on the labors thers! With the 


4 fervor of a bigoted Moslem he be- 


Heves in the divine right of the pro- 
le to rule. - 

The Bolshevist makes no distinc- 
tions between good and bad mem- 
bers of the bourgeoisie: bet ween 
philanthropists and human vultures: 
between benefactors of mankind and 
those who pander to human vices 
and weakness. All are grouped to- 
gether as members of a hated clans. 

When ‘ like Karl Marx 
speak of the necessity of the “elim- 
mation“ of the bourgeoisie as a 
class, they are thinking in terms of 
an altered state of society where 
such a class will have no place. 
When the Bolshevist speaks of 
“elimination,” however, he means a 
swift elimination involving cruelty, 
violence, and bloodshed, if neces- 
rary. He draws no subtle distinc- 
tion between,the elimination of a 
an and the elimination of the in- 
dividuals of a class. His object is 
“to accelérate the tempo;“ to put 
an end to “capitalism” and “indus- 
trialism” with the utmost speed and 
thoroughness. mately and 
cold-bloodedly he argues, with Le- 


Having no faith in the slow, or- 
Gerly processes of democracy, the 
Rolshevist is the frank partisan of 
autocracy, of the tyranny of a real 
“dictatorship of the proletariat”—a 
term he has borrowed and perverted 
from Marx. He believes that the 
workmen themselves must be co-

That 
this is no mere rhetorical charge,

One of the favorite  terroristic 
methods of Bolshevism is that of 
imprisoni as hostages prominent 
representatives of the bourgeoisie- 
lawyers, doctors, priests, bankers. 
manufacturers, shop-keepers and 
others who are to be terrorized, 
tertured, or finally executed as a 
warning to the rest of their class in 
care the Bolshevists are not satisfied 
nh the course of events. There 
may be stoicism in the heart of a 
Bolshevist; there certainly is no pity. 

Among the economic reforms im- 
posed by the Bolshevists by a single 
atroke of legislation is the abolition 
of the right. of private property. 
No man has title to a given piece of 
land or a building; he merely is al- 
lowed by the State to make mited 
use of the same. A ho 
by thrift has become owner ot the 
very shop in which he long labored 
as an employee, ceases to have any 
A farmer who 
by hard labor up a 
profitable estate and desires to turn 
tt over to his ones has no title what- 
ver to his property! 

Another great economic reform f& 
the “socialization of industries 
whereby a great industrial ente 
prise is suddenly turned over to the 
employees to be controlled and ex- 
ploited as they, may see fit. The 
elimination of the hampering con 
trol capitalistic management bv 
the employees leads inevitably to u 
policy of waste and extravagance. 
Avaliable resources are rapidly ex- 
hausted and the “socialized” indus- 
try ig soon a miserable wreck with 
a lot of disillusioned workmen look- 
ing to the state to preserve them 
and their families from ruin.

The keynote of la- 
bor agitation ig the demand for co- 
operation and democratic sympathy 
between employer and 
Autocracy of any sort is abhor- 
rent in the ordinary relations of 
men as in darkest Russia. Dictator- 
ship by capital or labor is something 
that the community at large is 
bound to prevent. 

DEMOCRACY THE CURE. 

The final answer to Bolshevism— 
as has been emphasized by John 
Spargo, a Socialist of long stand- 
ing—lies in demécracy. It would 
be foolish to think that Bolshevism 
can be suppressed by violence alone. 
The only sound method of avoiding 
this peril is by the orderly processes 
of democracy, namely, by à reason- 
able attitude of mutual tolerance 
and respect between all citizens; a 
recognition of existing grievances, 
and a willingness to correct all 
wrongs that create disaffection, dis- 
trust and hatred. 

We are bound to differ often as 
to the facts of a given situation; we 
may honestly differ as to measures 
and methods to remedy the situa- 
tion; but we can weather any storm 
if we show to each other that gen- 
erous spirit of human brotherhood 
which lies at the heart of democ- 
racy. If Bolshevism is the great foe 
of democracy, there can be little 
doubt that true democracy is the 
greatest fce of Bolshevism.

Hukuang he Will Make China’s 
Richest Province Accessibie. 


The Chinese province of Szechuan, 
with a territory greater than the 
combined areas of Greece and con- 
tinental Italy and with a population 
nearly twice their combined num- 
ber, a land of multiple annual har- 
vests and of abounding mineral 
wealth, has for decades lured the 
world’s commerce and at the same 
time held it at arm’s length. This 
single province has an area of more 
than two hundred. thousand square 
miles and a population estimated at 
8,000,000. It is rich in coal and 
tron, lime and salt; and gold, silver,

through its gorges mat a can of 
kerosene which seils in Hankow at 
$3.40 costs $10.30 in Chengtu. The 
people of Szechuan can live without 
foreign commodities. in adeq e 
comfort, as the Chinese have done 
for centuries; but the little foreign 
merchandise which has made its 
costly way into the country has 
whetted an appetite for more. 

The Chinese of Szechuan want a 
railroad almost as much ag the 
‘outer world wants to tap 
prodigious. resources of the basin. 
They have even made an attempt 
on their own account to pave the 
way for commerce by undertaki a 
railroad project. They failed. “But 
the three greatest European powers 
before the war—England, France 
and Germany—-who had each been 
competing zealously for the exclusive 
right to finance a railroad into the 
far interior, finally got together in 
a tripartite co-operative agreement 
to build a line from Canton on the 
coast to the farthest west provin- 
clal. capital of China+—Chengtu of 
Szcchuan, near the borders of Tibet 
—via Hankow. the heart of China's 
industrial life, and via the Yangtze 
River, the main artery of its com- 
merce. 

Into this group the United States, 
under President Taft, forced its 
way. It was our first step in placing 
fact and act back of talk in our 
much vaunted role of protector of 
the “open door“ policy and de- 
fender of the integrity of China’s 
sovereignty. This agreement is 
known as the Hukuang 
[Silas Bent, Asia.

THE STORY OF 


Castle Used far Gaiety. 
Well as for War. 

So Hidden that an Enemy 
Once Failed to Find It. 


Its Dungeon Place of Impris- 
onment for Witches. 


{From the Watch on the Phine.? 


About five kilometers from Mayen, 
where the small stream Nits flows 
into the Netta, is the beautiful castle 
of Burresheim. Unlike most castles 
of the Rhineland, it does not oo 
cupy the topmost point of its vi-

castle. 
The first that is definitely known 
of the castle dates back to the mid- 
dle of the twelfth cent@ry. For sev- 
eral hundred years it was held by 
first one nobleman and then an- 
other—whoever was the most pow- 
erful at his particular time. To own 
the turreted castle of Burresheim 
in those days was a great honor, 
and carried with it much power and 
authority, for the knight who lived 
in those halls was also lord of the 
surrounding country and the vil- 
lages of the neighborhood. 
During the many years of its 
early existence the castle was from 
ume to time undergoing many 


to possession of the place made some 
addition to the structure, another 
hall, another tower, another balcony 
or another gate. Naturally, each ad- 
dition that was made was after the 
style of the architecture & its own 
particular time; so that the castle 
In its present state shows a bal- 
cony, a hall, a turret or a gate of 
every architectural period from tho 
first half of the twelfth century to 
a time possibly as late as the lat- 
ter part of the eighteenth century.

HAS A LEANING TOWER. 


the castle is the small leaning tower, 
Which probably may be accounted 
for by the fact that the castle was 
added to from decade to decade and 
was built that way by mistake, 
theligh the irregularity may be due 
to dislocation by storm or decay. 
Although the location of the castle 
below the level of neighboring hill- 
tops deprived it of some of its value 
as @ stronghold, the location of 
watch towers on all sides and the 
well-arranged portholes about ‘the 
gates made the castle u fortress of 
considerable importance. But the 
castle was built for gaiety as well 
as for war, for in the center is a 
beautiful court where royalty was 
entertained in all the splendor of 
the time. 

One of the finest halle of the castle 
containg a large open fireplace made 
of beautiful white marble. Some of 
the batconies are quite unique and 
attractive in their arrangement, and 
would form a fine setting for a 
Romeo and Juliet romance. 
During the seventeenth century, 
when there was much warfare with 
the invading troops from France, 
Burresheim escaped siege, due to 
the fact that it was hidden so com- 
pletely among the hills 
enemy fafled to discover the place. 
WOMEN SENT TO DUNGEON. 
The witches’ tower and the 
witches’ dungeon were places of par- 
ticular importance in the castle dur. 
ing the Middle Ages. That was a 
time when women were often sus, 
pected of being colleagues of the 
devil—more so than even today— 
and when any woman showed a par- 
ticular display of wit or a particular 
lack of it, or in any way brought 
the displeasure or suspicion of the 
community upon her head, she was 
forthwith imprisoned in the witches’ 
tower at Burresheim, and if she was 
of unudual devilishness 
she was hurled into the witcher 
dungeon. 


fendera were burned to death on 
top of Hochsimmer, which ig only 
a short distance from Mayen. Some 
of these captives, however, evident- 
ly starved to death in the tower 
and the dungeon, for, in the year 
1700, seme men explored this long- 
jforsaken part of the castie and found 
n large number of human skele- 
tons. 

Py the middle of the Nineteenth 
Century certain parts of the castle 
had decayed considerably, or had“ 
been partly wrecked in the many at- 
tacks of earlier days, and those 
places were restored. The greater

KAISER VISITED THE CASTLE. 
In 1892 it was inherited by the 
late Count of Renesse, and was 
owned by him until his death two or 
three months ago. Each summer the 
Count of Renessee would bring his 
family to Burresheim and enjoy the 
quietude that this secluded spot 
among the hills furnished. . 
In 1910 when ex-Kaiser Withelm 
made his last tour to the monastery 
of Maria Laach on Laacher See, to 
Mayen, and a few other places in 
the hinterland of the Rhine and the 
Moselle, he paid the Couft of Re- 
nesse a Visit in his summer home at 
Burresheim. 
This quaint old castle may never 
again blossom with royalty as it did 
on that occasion, but legends, tradi- 
tions and history will ever hold the 
atmosphere of royalty about the 
Castle of Burresheim.

ACROSS SIBERIA BY WATER. 


The map shows Northern Asia cut 
off from Europe by a chain of 
mountains, the Urals, that extend to 
the limits of the land. Rich min- 
eral deposits lie mainly on the east- 
ern slopes. The eastern watershed 
of these mountains drains toward the 
River Ob, one of the three great 
streams of Siberia, which, with their 
tributaries, constitute a remarkable 
arrangement of connected water 
courses, enabling the people to 
transport commodities and commu- 
nicate with each other by water 
routes. One may cross Siberia en- 
tirely by mgans of river travel, mak- 
ing only two or three portages. The 
Yenesei and the Lena rivers, re- 
spectively, open the west central and 
east central regions to the Arctic 
Ocean through their tributaries. The 
Amur, in Eastern Siberia, runs to- 
ward-the Pacific Ocean and affords 
a wonderful outlet for farm products 
from the rich valleys that it drains.

THE POTENTIALITIES. 


There are some who claim that 
these little known infants of the 
spirit world have great potentialities. 
The Senate is right in holding that 
it is not against the law to make 
these two beverages, because when 
made they are nothng but pure fruit 
juice, and no more alcholoci than 
spring water. Tou can't pinch a 
man for squeezing the juice out of 
an apple, can you? Certainly not! 
And supposing, after he has squeezed 
it out, he sets it in a cool place and 
leaves it alone. Surely there is noth- 
ing wrong in that. But in the said 
cool place, exposed toe air and the 
laws of nature, these two sweet in- 
nocents will develop like a bad boy 
away from home, for the first time. 
They will inevitably acquire small 
but refreshing percentages ot 
alcoholic content. And after they 
have developed these said percent- 
ages, you can’t take them away from 
the man who carelessly left them 
bout in an uncovered condition, for 
he has a perfect right to possess 
alcoholi@beverages in his own home. 
So there you are. 

These two little strangers have 
seldom been seen in our cities, but 
they have been’ known and loved by 
the country people for a couple of 
hundred years. Not only Cider, but 
wine of gra elderberries, and a 
variety of other small fruits have 
long been made in the rural districts 
according to recipes of eat age, 
some of which came over from Eng- 
land. During this summer it wae al- 
most impossible to buy any small 
fruits in Maryland and Virginia near 
Washington, because their juices 
were so highly valued. And it is now 
suspected that some of these juices 
are moving cityward. 

LIQUOR RECIPES. 

If you have a good recipe for 
making wines and cider you are per- 
fectly safe in passing it along to a 


| friend, but you must not supply a 


friend with a recipe for liquof. One 
section of the dry enforcement act 
provides that “no person shall so- 
licit or receive from any person any 
order for liquor, or given informa- 
tion of how liquor may be ob 
in violation of this act.”

USE OF ELECTRICITY 
IN THE HOUSE. 


writer on agricultural subjects 
recently predicted that a day would 
come when the farmer's wife on 
awakening in the morning would 
touch a button and that breakfast 
would thereby be prepared without 
further personal attention. The 
time seems to be here. At the latest 
electrical shows the accomplished 
fact is witnessed. The demonstra- 
tion shows how a family can go out 
to spend the day, to return at 6 
p.m. in time for dinner. . Uncooked 
food is placed in the electric range, 
and a clock attached is set to start 
the cooking at ( in the afternoon, to 
be completed an hour later. The 
clock of itself regulates the current, 
turning it off at the time desired, 
but leaving enough heat to keep the 
food warm. If the family is delayed 
the mea! ie still ready for the table. 
It is simple and also dependabie. 
When it ie called simple due con- 
sideration must be given to the in- 
genuity of the machinery employed, 
including the clock, whose perform- 
ance is so familiar that its mechan- 
ism, perfected step by step through 
the centuries, is seldom given 4 
thought.

Raising bees for the stings pays 
an eastern woman better than 
keeping them for the honey which 
they would produce. From these 
stings la secured the purest formic 
acid obtainable, and the customers 
are the manufacturing ¢ruggists of 
the country. During the past twen- 
ty-tour years this woman has sup- 
plied one firm with 25,900 stings an- 
nually: other concerns take from 
500 to 5000 each year, making & 
yearly trade of 60,000 stings. To 
produce this number but two colo- 
nies of bees are necessary, while it 
would require ffty colonies to 
make an amount of honey equal 
in value to the ngs. 

The method of taki the sting 
from a Lee ls simple. bees are 
first gathered in a specially-arranged 
vox, by shaking a comb on which 
they are working, over the mouth of 
the box. Next, in a room with all 
the shades but one drawn, the box 
is opened. As the bees come out of 
the box they are attracted to the 
lighted window, and cluster there 
on glass or screen. Mrs. Beekeep- 
er picks up the insects by their 
heads and, holding 
magnifying glass, draws the ngs. 
For this purpose a small pair of 
tweezers is used. The etings are 
placed in a dish filled with milk 
sugar, which covers them with «&

The salient fedture of this type of 
mental disor jg a loss of interest 
in the things t serve as spurs to 
normal activity— desire to get on 
in the world, love of home and fam- 
ily, outside sooglal interests, etc. 
Fantastic ideas and bizarre activities 
take the place of these sane inter- 
ests and the affected individual 
ceases to make the adjustments nec- 
essary to retain his place as a mem- 
ber of the family and of society at 
large. He gets out of step with the 
mass of his fellows; depends more 
and more upon his own delusional 
resources; contents himself with 
poorer and poorer ways of doing 
things; and in the end, if allowed 
to go his own gait, suffers a more 
or less profound deterioration. 
Accompanying this mental degra- 
dation there is no corresponding 
physical decay, and, as a result, the 
praecox patient who enters an in- 
stitution at 20 may very well con- 
tinue to exist there until he is 70. 
At least 20 per cent. of all commit- 
ments belong to this group, and, 
since so few die and so few recover 
(possibly 10 per cent.,) a balance be- 
tween the incoming and outgoing is 
not struck until at least half of the 
entire hospital population consists 
of this type. 

This sad statement, says the Mod- 
ern Hospital in am article on the 
Chicago State Hospital, Dunning, 
III., is an admission of the fact that 
dementia praecox still remains very 
much in the realm of the unknown. 
Since its cause has not yet been dis- 
covered it be treated only by 
those methods which have empiri- 
cally proved to be successful.

VAIN. 


Financial, Food and Help Intervention Asked to Save 
Country and People from Ruin. 


Forget the siren song of diplomats 
and propagandists who tell you that 
all Is well in a land, where there are 
five revolutionary bands at large un- 
der recognized leaders, where there 
are a® many bandit leaders ravag- 
ing, looting, outraging, stealing wom- 
en and property, kidnaping whom 
they can for ransom, and working 
unclean torture that may not be told, 
as there are hills to hide them.

dreds of thousands, who have so suf- 
fered during the nine years of revo- 
lution and loot.

and shooting up me Boy Scouts, 
whose wooden rifies with tin points 
they mistook in the glitter of the 
sun for firearms. The women in 
this case were not carried off be- 
cause they knew

ONE BANDIT KILLED. 


Only the bandit, who set off the 
bomb was killed. He did not get 
away in time to escape the detona- 
tion; and, curiously enough, not a 
wound was found on his body, his 
death resulting from concussion of 
air. And now for the damnable 
treachery of the whole outrage— 
the American woman, who was on 
the train, had been warned before- 
hand by a Carran officer not to 
ko on the train. There were $0,000 
pesos of government money on that 
train. Some Carranza man had been 
in collusion with the bandits for 
a share; but in the confusion the 
traitor escaped with the entire bag 
of gold; and so, ds far as the band- 
its were concerned the murderous 
outrage gained them nothing but 
some passenger loot.

One 
week I was in Mexico there were 
three such ovtraces.

FOREICN ‘EXCHANGE 3 
AND WHAT IT MEANS. 


The conditions of the foreign ex- 
changes today admirably depict the 
financial and trade relations between 


the nations of the world. They 
clearly indicate that the United 
States has become the creditor na- 
tion, that the world is taking far 
more commodities from us than we 
from it, that a good part of the 
world is greatly indebted to us, and 
that many nations want our prod- 
ucts, but have not the financial 
means to pay for them at present. 

In fine, the exchanges indicate the 
predominant position gained in for- 
eign finance and trade by the 
United States during the war. 

»The greatest problem before the 
world today is how to hasten the re- 
turn to the normal way of doing 
things. In order that the world may 
resume its normal life, Europe, in- 
cluding Germany; must have large 
supplies of all sorts of commodities. 
Unfortunately, however, she has not 
the financial means to pay, for them 
right now, and must therefore be 
extended credit with which to buy. 


create commodities with which to 
pay. 
The United States ig the large 


supply house of the world, and to it 
will undoubtedly fall the lion's share 


erroneous to believe that the task 
will be exclusively American. The 
United States is, therefore, under 
obligation, in a certain sense, to 


able to pay for her imports with 
her own goods. 

The subject of the foreign ex- 
changes is a mystery to the layman, 


but more because of preconception’ 


than inherent difficulties. The 
rate of exchange between any two 
countries ig the ratio of their cur- 
rencies, For example, we say the 
rate of sterling is 4.18%, which 
means that the pound will command 
4.18% dollars. Now, on the basis 
of the standard int values, the 
pound sterling should command 
4.866 dollars, which figure is called 
the par of exchange. Without go- 
ing into the many complications, the 
rate of exchange on any nation is 
at a premium, or above par, when 
the demands for bills upon it exceed 
the supply, and conversely, the rate 
is at a discount, or below par, when 
the supply of bills exceeds the de- 
mand for them. In normal times 
the exchanges between any two 
countries fluctuate within rather 
narrow limits, called the “gold 


‘ points” fixed by the aggregate costs 


of shipping gold. These have been 
entirely disregarded during the war, 
as export embargoes were placed on 
gold.—[Jacob H. Schmuckler, in 
the Magazine of Wall Street.

Strategic points are covered on the 
highways out ef California by rep- 
resentatives in e«ympathy with the 
Auto Club's plan to stop thieving 
here, and telegrams are dispatched 
to them at once if it is believed 
a stolen car is being driven to Ari- 
fona or New Mexico fer sale. In 
this way every highway, no matter 
its importance, can be completely 
plugged at bridges or narrow passes, 
and every car travoling through is 
subjected to a close scrutiny.

His discovery of the monkey language 
is one of the most important achievemrents of the 
age. This ik the first of a series of articles by 
Prof. Garner.

KNOW that in their daily lives, apes are 

uncannily like hum’ . Father, mother 

and children apt. daily walks to- 

gether and live ha * and 
spectable lives than man, sans who use 
the word “ape” as a term of reproach. 

If no physical link shall be discovered be 
tween them and man, I may be able by 


properly describing and classifying the intel- 


lectual phegomena of Simians, to show how 
very near they are to being flesh of our 
flesh, bone of our bone, mind of our mind. 


And from my observations made during 
_ twenty-seven years in the heart of Africa, 


living in the same house, as it were, with 
Simians, living in a cage in the jungles and 
watching them day after aay, week after 
week. 


I know that apes communicate with each 


other, not by mere sounds, like other ani- 
mals, but by definite words. onkeys chat- 
ter but apes talk. That apes are able to 
carry on an extended conversation among 
themselves is absurd; their language only 
has between twenty and thirty words. The 
chimpanzees I have kept in captivity and 
studied indicated by definite words their de- 
sites. These of course are very primitive 


desires, and beyond single words for ex- 


pressing them their language does not go. 

There is no doubt in my mind that human 
language began with such primitive words 
as are uttered by the apes. Similar tounds 
are employed by African savages. Our 
present complicated lahguage is an evolu- 
tion from the primitive calls of one ape to 
another. In the jungle I became convinced 
of this. 

A chimpanzee dimly recognizes a differ- 
ence between right and wrong, but in a 
more vague way than mankind. It can tell 
the difference in colors and in shapes. It 
also recognizes an enemy though it does not 
long treasure up a wrong. When well 
treated a chimpatizee is affectionate. Tre 
the white man. 
gorilla is not so tractable; it is not so in- 
telligent. The natives call the gorilla the 
black man of the jungle and the chimpanzee 


9 of . chimpanzees that I studied 
I named Susie. | bought her from a 
native when she was about five weeks old. 
Susie showed me that a chimpanzee can be 
taught speech. | taught her to count the 
numbers up to four. She could select and 
designate geometrical forms, such as cubes, 
pyramids and cones. I educated Susie. 

I learned that apes could discern even 
shades of color. This fact came to me 
through their fondness for ntondo, a kind of 
wild ginger fruit. As the ntondo pod ripens, 
it changes its shade. ‘The apes like ntondo 
at a certain stage of ripeness and when the 
shade of the pod reaches this stage, they 
pick it, never making a mistake. 

I wish to make a sharp distinction be- 
tween educated and trained. All the apes ! 
educated responded to kindness except the 
night ape, which, unlike its relatives, sleeps 
by day and roams by night. This type will 
literally bite the hand that feeds it. . 


170 learn scientific truths of this sort is 
the reason I have spent so. many years in 


the jungle. My last expedition, which ended 
on June 5 of this year when the transport 
Chicago docked in New York, had begun on 
December 18, 1916. 

J have never killed an animal for mere 
sport, for I cannot see any sport in taking 
a life. I never shoot unless it is for food or 


the interest of science. During the last 


month of my last trip I only fired eleven 
shots, all of them from a canoe. Coming 
back from Cape Lopez to our base in the in- 
terior, we were passing through Lake Fer- 
nan Vaz when I saw a hippopotamus and 
killed him. The specimen weighed about 
7000 pounds and 1 brought back his teeth 
to America as souvenirs.

The power of the animal is tremen- 
dous. There is beached along the shore of 
the lake an old Mission canoe,a monument 
to the hippo's power. 
tacked by a hippo. In the bow one can see 
a gash the animal made with his tusks. 
The cut is in the shape of an arc and 
measures four feet. Out of the canoe sides 
the hippo also bit gashes as big as your 
hand and an inch deep. 

One day when I was returning from Cape 
Lopez, I saw three crocodiles basking in 
the sun on logs. I shot them. It is not 


dangerous hunting crocodiles, for they will 


not attack a canoe like hippos do, unless 
they are in such pain from the wounds as to 
become infuriated. The danger comes in 
for the native boys. After a crocodile is 
hit, it generally goes to the bottom to elude 
you. Then we send the native boys into 
the water to search for them. This is dan- 
gerous. On my last trip, one of the boys 
had his hand badly bitten. They fee! for 
the crocodile with their feet; then they 
reach down and attempt to pull it up by 
the tail. Unfortunately one of the boys 
reached down into the crocodile’s mouth. 
Alligators are not dangerous. You can 
tell if they are about by the sound they 
often utter at night. An alligator bawls like 


That canoe was at- 


a bull. A crocodile makes a strangling 
sound. The natives say the crocodile 
catches monkeys by lying in wait in a bush 
close to the shore and snapping them. I 
have never had any proof of this, and am 
rather doubtful, for crocodiles stay in the 
water most of the day, rarely coming ashore 
until night; ang at night monkeys seldom 
move out of their trees. I do know, though, 
that leopards catch and eat monkeys, I have 
seen the proof of it time and again. The 


natives say that the leopard imitates the 


sound of a monkey and lures his prey to 
bim. 

One of my “shoot men” was named Pam 
bo. He was of the Balumbo tribe. Another 
was Douga Njango. He was my favorite. I 
had known him for twenty-five years in 
Africa and known him to be the most in- 
trepid hunter on the cohtinent. His boast 
was that he feared absolutely nothing ana 
I came to believe him. Large, powertuily 
built, tall, straight as a spear, he was a 
perfect specimen of jungle manhood, unde- 
generated by contact with the white man's 
coast. 

Douga had killed more 38 than any 
man in Africa. He was a member of the 
Pangwe, the largest and most incorrigible 
tribe of cannibals in all Africa. They are

Every once in a 2 Douga’s people de- 
cline to pay their neppo or tax; and backing 
up into the hills, hold off the French. Their 
tribe covers an area of many thousand 
square miles and when they fight they 
mobilize as many as 5000 against whom the 
few hundred available French soldiers are 
powerless. 


Shooting Wild Animals 
From the Porch. : 


HE Oguma region contains more ele- 
phants, gorillas and chimpanzees than 
any other that I know of in Africa. An 
abandoned house there belonged to an Ent- 
lish trading firm, and they courteously per- 
mitted me to use it. It was on the edge of 


the jungle and we could almost sit on the 


front porch and bring down many sorts of 
wild animals. That is not exaggerating. 
One day when I was lunching on the 


porch I heard a noise in the bush and the 


foliage moved not forty yards away. 
“Amande?” (What is that?) I asked my 


native boy. 
“Iri njoyu!” (It's an elephant,) he said, 
“Bonga nijoli! Mi bela bola ai.” (Bring my 


gun. I want to shoot him,) I exclaimed. 
While the -boy pattered into the house for 
a rifle I sat with my eyes fixed on the bush.

Calling for 
the guide, for our “shootman” had not yet 
returned from the jungle, I gave him a rifle 
and told him to kill the specimen. He 
glided noiselessly away, but the antelope 
took fright. The guide moved swiftly after 
him and disappeared in the bush. Presently 
a rifle report broke the stillness of the 
jungle, and we hurried on after him. He 
had killed the antelope about 200 yards from 
our front door. 

We finished our luncheon without further 
incident of note. Later while skinning the 
q@ptelope, I had remarked, “we don’t need to 


go into the bush any more. alf we have to 


do is to sit on the porch with our guns in 
our laps and whistle for the animals and 
they'll come to us.” Then I heard a pecu 
liar sound across the river, which to me 
appeared to be the loud squealing of a bush 
pig and this was followed by the sound of 
a gorilla. My first impression was that a 


gorilla and bush pig were fighting in the 


bush. 

My “shoot man” had returned by now and 
I told him to go and kill the gorilla. To 
me the well-known gorilla’s scream and that 
other cry suggested that it was a deadly 
battle. My big black huntsman, with a 
breech cloth over his loins, hurried away. 
Soon there came a shot. I listened for a 
second shot but none came. “Something's 
happened,” I said to my companion. 


Black Men Can't Resist. 
One More Shot. 
OW one shot ‘i a black huntsman 


usually indicates one of two things: 
either he has missed and the animal has 


| gotten away, or he has been killed. For al 
most invariably if a black kills an animla 


he fires a second shot into the helpless 
thing. It is a characteristic that I have 
often noticed of the black man in Africa. He 
loves. to pound things that are not capable 
of resisting. A native carpenter, for ex- 
ample, is never so happy as when he is ham- 
mering nails. He will pound away with a 
hammer until his arms drop at his side from 
weariness. I had given up the gorilla or my 
shoot man, when there came a second shot, 
then a third.

I W a circular from the California 
State Board of Health, urging the report- 
ing of cases of malaria, and that tests 
should be taken “before you give the 
quinine.” 
Just as if this deadly drug was a neces 
Quinine is a dangerous drug. The coun 
try is often shocked by reports of astound- 
ing and apparently inexplicable crimes in 
the Southern States, perpetuated by men of 
education and standing in their communi- 
ties. Such, for instance, as the brutal whip- 
ping of a girl, because she received the at- 
tentions of a young man to whom her father 
was opposed. 
These deeds are “especially amazing, be- 
Cause the southerners are a chivalrous and 
hospitable people. They are lovable, those 
manly men and soft-voiced women of the 
South. 
How, then. may we account for these 
strange outbreaks. In my opinion they are 
to the abominably unhygienic 
of the Southern States, with its excess 
of starches and sweets and friéd foods, 
tending to bring about a condition that 
readily invites malaria, a disease favored by 
climatic conditions in some parts of the 
South. Secondly, as a preventive of this 
disease, the southerners consume large

LOS ANGELES delicatessen store 
and restaurant publishes a monthly 
bulletin, in which some good sugges- 
tions are occasionally given in re 
gard to diet. Here is one I must criticise: 
“There is noone food, outside of milk per- 
haps, that is sufficient in itself to properly 
nourish every part of the body. We need 
the salts and the acids found in fruits and 
vegetables; we need the fats in cream and 
butter; we need the carbohydrates ir our 
starchy foods. 


“And in addition to the variety these 
foods lend to our meals, it is also a proven 
fact that digestion is apt to be more rapidly 
accomplished, and the food taken more com- 
pletely assimilated on a mixed diet, than 
when only one kind of food is taken, for 
many foods, which, by themsélves, would 
prove hard of digestion, become very easy 
for the stomach to handle when they are 
taken in combination with pther foods.” 

To this I reply as follows, to wit: 

In the first place, milk is not sufficient to 
uourigh the boay A an adult, being almost 
entirely deficient in iron. 

In the second place, while it is true that 
ye need all the food elements named, we’ 
do not need them all jumbled together. The 
only animal that does this is the hog, and 
then only when it is compelled to do so by 
man And there is no animal so subject to 
disease as a “civilized” hog. 

Mixing together foods that do not agree 
is one of the chief causes of digestive dis- 
turbances, leading to chronic disease. 
There are several reasons why this is so. - 

Digestion is a complicated process. It is 
not, as some seem to suppose, a mere put- 
ting of food into a hole in the face, and 
passing the residue out at the other end o! 
the body. 
Here are four reasons why you should not 


mix foods: 


.) Foods differ greatly in the time they 

require for digestion. This is from the 
Modern Medical Review: 

“The time required for the digestion of 
cabbage ig between four and five hours, 
while a ripe apple digests in one hour. tf 
these two articles are taken into the 
stomach at the same time, both must re- 
main there until both are digested, as they 


will become so intimately intermingled that 


they cannot possibly be separated. The 
apple, digested, and ready for absorption, if 

not absorbed, undergoes fermentation. It is 
a principle which is constantly recognizable 
in relation to digestion that the delay of the 
absorption of a food product after it has 
been digested is certain to result in its de- 
terloration through fermentation and de- 
composition, which are set up by the. nu- 
merous microbes constantly present in the 
alimentary canal. The same is true if the 
digestive product of one portion of the ali- 
‘mentary canal is not passed along with due 
promptness to another part of the digestive 
apparatus, where its further elaboration is 
to take place preparatory to absorption.” 

(2.) Some foods are digested in the 
stomach, others in the small intestine. You 
may easily see that they should not be 
eaten together. Starch needs an alkaline 
saliva, to prepare it for digestion. If you 
eat acid fruit at the same time, you delay 
this process. | 

(3.) Cee pound of raw food 
much as two pounds of cooked food, be- 
cause, in the former the organic salts are 
unchanged. Raw food and cooked food 
should not be eaten together. 

(.) Mixing foods leads to overeating. 
After you could not eat another ounce of 
meat, or bread, or potatoes, you are led to 
tonsume a goodly. portion of pie or ice 
cream. Hence fermentation, gas, dilated 
stomach and the long train of allments that 
Purs ue those who live to eat. 

Here is an extract from an article in the 
Los Angeles Ledger, by Dr. Axel Emil Gib- 
son: 

“Notwithstanding the fact that digestion 
is governed by physiological chemistry, the 
‘food scientist’ continues to turn out his 
‘health menus’ in serene disregard of the 
elemental antagonisms of foodstuffs which 
his system of ‘balanced calories’ jumble to- 
gether in the stomach. Gauged by fictitious 
standards of nutritional needs, the food 
scientist may prescribe a lunch of sliced to- 
matoes, (100 calories,) lamb stéw with vege- 
tables (400 calories,) mashed potatoes (175 
calories,) stewod prunes (150 calories.) 
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strawberry shortcate with cream (160 calo 
tes) or cream (200 calories,) 

milk or buttermilk (130 calories,) to make 
up one-third of the 3600 calories supposed — 
to constitute the daily amount of fuel re 
autred for the maintenance of the fires of 
the human furnace. 


“The reason that such a heterogeneous 
mass of foodstuffs and subsequent reactions 
of formidable poisons does not instantly 
strike death to the individual lies in the fact 
that nature has provided her creatures with 
constitutional reserve forces to meet re- 
current accidents in the course of everyday 
existence. Especially are these reserves in- 


tended for the needs of old age, when the 


fires of life begin to burn low, and the seit- 
generative power of the organism is weak- 
ening. Carefully managed, these reserves 
should easily carry the human individual 
across the century mark in the full posses- 
sion of the philanthropic interest and enthu- 
siasm of service normal to humanity.” 

I may add that in this respect a majority 
of vegetarians, with their mixed and messed 
up starches and sweets, are worse offenders 
than those who comsume flesh foods. Hence. 
1 have often said that the ordinary vege- 
tarian digtary is less wholesome than a 
simple one of beef and greens. 

The nearer you get to the monodict, the 
better for your health. At least, do not mix 
together those foods that radically disagree, 
as milk and meat, or acid fruits and 
starches. 

There is no monotony about this, for 
you can vary your menu twice a day, oF 
sixty times a month. 


V accination. 
OLLOWING 6 a letter by Henry Van 
Arsdale, in the Pasadena Star-News: | 
“The usual agitation as to compulsory 
vaccination of school children, preceding 
the beginning of a new school year. has 
appeared: as witness the article recentiy 
furnished to your paper ‘by the Publicity 
Committee of the Pasadena Public Health 


League As regards the law the article is 


to an extent misleading. Its animus is ap- 
parent from the statement in the article 
to the effect that ‘80 per cent. of the chil-. 
dren of school age in California are unvacci- 
nated.’ 

“In other words, at least four fifths of the 
parents in this State are opposed to having 
filthy virus injected into their children. It 
is probable that a fair proportion of the re- 
maining fifth would also prefer that their 
children be not vaccinated. It would hardly 
seem necessary to comment on this situa- 
tion, for it can be seen at a glance that it 
is the medical exploitation of this ‘80 per 
cent.“ that is always back of a smalipox 

“Tt is important for all parents in this 
State to know that there is no such thing 
in California as compulsory vaccination, 
compulsory physical, or medical examina 
tion of school children. In connection with 
enforcing the ‘Act Providing for Vaccina- 
tion’ all school trustees must furnish a 
blank to be signed by a parent or guardian 
who is ‘conscientiously opposed to the prac- 
tice of vaccination.’ This blank should be 
signed and filed with the school authorities, 
whereupon the child is exempt. 

It is by law required that the State Board 
of Health, not a local Board of Health, can 
alone .determine whether or not ‘any case 
or cases of smallpox exists in any school 
district, etc.’ If, after a ‘thorough investiga- 
tion,’ it should be determined that smallpox 
does exist then unvaccinated children may 
be excluded from schools ‘until such time az 
such smallpox shall cease to exist in such 
school district, etc.’ But note this impor- 
tant proviso in the law that in all cities 
‘where two or more schools are maintained, 
the State Board of Health shall subdivide 
such cities, and for such period as it shall 
determine to be advisable, unvaccinated 
children and persons may be permitted to 
attend schools in subdivisions in which no 
smallpox exists“ 

“Therefore no matter What may be ‘the 
programme’ of medical doctors who for the 
moment are organized as a State Board of 
Health, or who may be able to govern the 
opinions and actions of school boards. and 
trustees, parents should stand on their 
rights under the school law and insist that 
the law be followed and each step taken in

R. G. E. CLEMENTS, who was in 
charge of the Los Angeles county ex- 
hibit at the State fair, returned from Sacra- 
mento firmly convinced thatthe Southern 
counties should immediately unite in plans 
for an annual fair which should reflect the 


least result in steps being taken to help 
insure the south a better representation 
and fairer conditions for exhibiting at the 
annual Sacramento event. Where so many 
complaints are heard, it stands to reason 
that something must be wrong with exist- 
ing arrangements and that improvement is 
possible through proper cooperation be 
tween the northern and southern ends of 
the State to the end of making the Cali 
fornia State Fair an all-Califofnia fair in 
every sense of the word. 

That Southern California could hold an 
annual fair of its own which would rival 
in magnitude and importance the present 
yearly State Fair cannot for a moment be 
doubted. There is also logic in the argu- 
ment that it might work out better to do 
so than to ship the products of the section 
500 miles south to the capital city. There 
is a sentimental reason, on the other 
hand, for continuing to hold an annual ex- 


hibit of the State's varied products at the

a result of experiments conducted by 
the First Products Laboratory, United 
States Department of Agriculture, a good 
grade of paper is being produced in com- 
mercial quantities from cotton-hull fiber.

This section is just now actually the most 
important goat-breeding section of the 
United States. But during July and August, 
the milk goat industry slumbers, so to 
speak, to awaken in September with re- 
newed vigor. No breeding is done during 
midsummer.

Does will breed very young, even before 
they are six months old. But it is bad 
policy to breed them much before the age 
of eighteen montas. It is a good plan to 
‘breed does so that they come fresh at two 
years of age. The gestation period for does 
is about 155 days. They come in heat 
during 
midsummer months. Knowing goat breed. 
ers do not allow their bucks to-run with 
the milking herd, because of the danger of 
breeding does too early.

One of the greatest problems of goat 
raising is the handling of the buck. It is 


generally more desirable to pay for serv- 


ice than to keep him, where a few animals 


only are kept.

Feed warm bran mashes two or 
three weeks before kidding. 

It is now the common practice to allow 
the kids to nurse their mothers three or 
four times a day for the first three or four 
weeks, when they may be gradually weaned 
after they have been grazing on good pastur- 
age or fed cut alfalfa hay, from ten days 
after birth. It is desirable to feed the kids 
a small amount of grain, say a half pound, 
barley or oats, for each kid daily. Some 
breeders feed a ration consisting of dried 
beet pulp, rolled barley and wheat bran. 
equal parts. 

Kids may be weaned at three or four days 
after birth and fed by the bottle route, al- 
though this requires considerable attention. 
Pail feeding is also followed by many ;oxt 
breeders, but this requires time and per- 
sistency. Dehorn the kids, if horns are 
present, before they are more than a week 
old by the use of caustic soda. After the 
kids are four or five months old, they are 
weaned from milk, but they must have a 
full supply until they are at least three 
weeks of age, during which time they are 
very delicate. During rainy weather, the 
kids under one month should be kept in 
good sheds. 

The goat shed should be ample, clean and 
well ventilated. Many styles of goat houses 
are in use in this part of the State, but the 
time has come when goat raisers realize the 
importance of good housing, even in this 
mild climate. The house should be divided 
into proper stalls, at least four by five feet 
in size, and the partitions between the 
stable should be at least three feet high. 
some breeders making them five feet hizh. 
Some breeders construct a bench two feet 
above the ground for sleeping. The goat 
in its native habitat got upon a shelving 
rock and took its nightly repose, and do- 
sires the same sort of bed if he can get it 
Goats should not be bedded down as are 
horses and cows. If straw is plased in the 
stable it will often be kicked out until a 
hard bed is provided. But sawdust is often 
necessary for sanitary reasons, and a small 
amount daily is desirable.

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RECORD TUANS. 

POMONA.—Total returns received, by 
the Pomona Fruit Growers’ Association of 
this city for the citrus crop of 1918-19 
reached the new record of $1,146,358, ac- 
cording to the figures contained in the re- 
port of Manager W. E. Walcott read at the 
annual meeting of the stockholders held re- 
cently in the packing-house in this city. 
There were 502,510 loose boxes of oranges 
shipped and for these $809,516 was re 
ceived. In addition to the oranges there 
“were 47,649 boxes of lemons sent out and 
they brought an additional $44,764. The 
Washington navels and the Valencias 
brought about the same average price per 
The expense of operating the pack- 
ing-house was 45 cents per box. More than 
500 stockholders were present at the meet 
ing, which was one of the largest ever 
held. Directors for the ensuing year were 
nzanimously elected as follows: H. J. 
Nichols president; Fred J. Smith, Fraak P. 
Firey, R. K. Pitzer, J. E. Adamson, F. F. 
Yates and H. F.. Norcoss. It was stated 
‘that the outlook for the ensuing year is 
very bright. 


LABOR is SHORT. 


OAKGLEN.—The apple growers of this 
section are experiencing real difficulty in 


care of the heavy crop which is bearing 
down the trees in the big orchards here. 
The crop is the best that the growers have 
had in many years and with big prices 
staring them in the face, they are offering 
almost any wages in order to get plenty 
of help to handle the crop. There will be 
no cull apples this year, it is claimed, for 
the very good reason that. big city dealers 
are in the market right now to get con- 


fancy trade. These will be taken loose in 
boxes on trucks to Los Angeles and other 
cities and it is-- claimed that a ready mar- 
ket will be found for them there. Some of 
the growers last vear gave the mountain 


| store houses a thorough test and more ap- 


ples will be stored at Sakglen this year 
than usual. In the high mountains well 
ventilated storehouses, put in cold places, 
seem to take care of the apples almost as 
well as cold storage; at least, it keeps the 
better varieties from rotting until late in 
the spring.

OLIVE MEN WARNED. 


MENTONE.—The olive grower who does 
not keep in close touch with market cond! 
tions this year will be out of luck and is 
more than likely to sell his fruit under the 
market price, according to one of the prin- 
cipal growers of this section. During the 
past week, a well-known factory mar has 
been in the district offering the top mar- 
ket price for fruit and he discovered that 
some growers had almost sold their crop 
for about half what they could get for their 
fruit, Last year a number of the growers 
sold early to cash buyers who were in the 
field. and who represented themselves as 
Heilung representatives of well known olive 
fectories and they got the fruit for about 
half the price the factories paid for it. The 
factories are offering the growers from 88 
to $320 a ton for their olives this year. 
Eighty dollars a ton is considered a big 
price for the small, inferior olives which 
can be used only for making olive oil. The 
finest, largest fruit is bringing anywhere 
from $250 to $320 a ton. The olive growers 
will be making good money this year, for 
the fruit is in fine condition and the crop 
is larger than the average. The trees are 
bearing the crop well and in a short time 
the handling of the crop will be under way. 


PEAR RETURNS. 
TEHACHEPI.—Returns which have been 
received from the first carload lots of pears 
shipped from the Tehachepi orchards 
showed an average of $4.22 per crate, or at 
the rate of over $2200 per car. Picking is 
now well under way in all the orchards and 
contract prices which have been received 
indicate returns of from 7 to 8 cents -per 
pound. The output for the district this 
season is estimated at about forty carloads. 
A large proportion of the fruit will go to 
eastern markets. What is considered one 
of the best crops is on the orchard prop 
erty of B. M. Dennison, the pioneer in the 
Tehachepi pear industry. W. H. Harpster 
and F. W. Rowley also have very fine

Spring planting may be made with root 
stocks, canes, or cane cuttings.

means of propagation, and reassures as to 
any possible danger of the plant becoming 
a pest, always a point to be considered in 
adopting a newly introduced crop. There 
need be no more fear of this with Elephant 
grass than with sorghum or sugar cane. 
It also provides excellent frost protection, 
as the survival of a single root stock will 
perpetuate the plant. 

The root crown consists of as many sepa- 
rate divisions as there are stools or canes 
to the plant, each shoot above ground hav- 
ing its own distinct root growth which fits 
snugly into the crown, the appearance be- 
ing that of many bulbs crowded together. 
Each of these root stocks when planted by 
itself immediately becomes the nucleus for 
others which cluster about it to form a 
new root crown.

Mr. Hodgson went over the trees pruned 
according to different methods and pointed 
out the difference in response made by the 
trees. The severe pruning practiced in the 
past was shown to have resulted in cutting 
off approximately 75 per cent. of the fruit 
buds with the consequent result of small 
crops and extreniely strong wood growth. 
The check treed not pruned at all were 
shown to have made practically no wood 
growth this season, but to have spent their 
entire energies in putting out fruit spurs 
and in filling up fruit buds for next year. 
These trees, as was to be expected, bore 
the largest . of all this season. 


Trees pruned according to the new long 
pruning method advocated by experts at 
the State College of Agriculture were 
shown to have made but little length 
growth and a large fruit wood development. 
In addition, they bore a good crop of well- 
sized fruit. Another system used was a 
modification between the old heading back 
and the new thinning out and consisted of 
a combination of the two, thinning out 
moderately and heading back to the cen- 
tral whorl of fruiting branches. The re- 
Sults from this system look promising. 
These trees will be kept pruned for sev- 
eral more seasons, when their beha 
will be of more value.

LENGTH Sr LivE OF 
THE LEMON TREE. 


BY ROBERT W. HOOGSON, 


We have not grown lemon trees long 
enough in California to have any definite 
information rezarding the length of their 
period of productivity. There are plenty 
of lemon orchards from fifteen to twenty 
years old which are on the decline. and 
there are also a goodly number of orchards 
nearly twice that age which are still bear 
ing good profitable crops. In fact, I doubt 
whether we shall ever be able to arrive at 
a definite figure for the productive period 


tions have so much to do with this period 
that I am certain we are bound to find it 
differs in various localities. 


Experience in foreign countries in the rais- 
ing of lemons has shown that under favor- 
able conditions the trees will live and bear 
profitable crops for a great many years, 
reports existing of good orchards seventy 
five and eighty years of age. Planted on 
good fertile soil, the fertility of which ts 
maintained by judicious practices, with 
productive strains of trees given intelligent 
care and irrigation, I have no doubt that 
we may expect some of our lemon orchards 
to last that long. There is no doubt, how: 
ever, that a good many lemon orchards at 
the present time are located in such shal- 
low soils and have been given such poor 
care that they need not be expected to last 
more than fifteen or twenty years. 


It used to be thought that fifteen years 
was the maximum productivity of the peach 
orchards in this State and many orchard- 
ists arbitrarily pulled out the trees when 
they had been in bearing that long, and re- 
planted. We are now finding that the rea- 
son the trees went back at that age is 
largely lack of fertilization as well as in- 
fection with various wood rot organisms 
and that, given good care, it is possible 
to practically double the bearing period of 
our peach orchards.

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IMMENSE ACREAGE OF FLOOD-— 
MENACED LAND IS RECLAIMED. 


HOUSANDS of valuable acres along 
the San Gabriel and Los Angeles 
River channels, ordinarily at the 
mercy of winter floods, will be availaite 
for cultivation this fall, protected from the 
mischievows rivers by weirs now being 
rapidly built jointly by Los Angeles county, 
the State of California and the United 


Three hundred thirty-six square miles, 
215,300 acres, of farming land in Los An- 
geles and Orange counties have been en- 


of those counties. A large portion of these 
flood-menaceé areas are now partially or 
wholly protected from the river’s rampage 
as a result of strenuous work by the Los 
Angeles county flood control ‘orces, under 
Engineer J. W. Reagan. Farm production 
along the two great rivers-in the vicinity 
of Los Angeles will be greatly increased 
next year as a result of work already done. 

Mr. Reagan. reports that, in addition to 
the work on Devil's gate dam, near Pasa- 
dena, and the prosecution of work on dams 
fn the foothills near El Monte, Glendale and 
La Verne, large forces are at work in the 
San Gabriel and Los Angeles River, build- 
ing pile and brush weirs and straightening 
channels. 


There are seven pile-driver crews work- 
ing, putting down the piles, on which are 
being stretched heavy mesh wire which 
will be faced with brush and reinforced 
with planted willows. These piledriver 
crews are working in the following locali- 
ties: Lexington wash, above and below El 
Monte, Rio Hondo, north of Whittier, road 
near El Monte, Rio Hondo: north of tele- 
graph road, Rio Hondo; west of the County. 
Farm, one in the Los Angeles River below 
Vernon, and one in Verdugo wash near 
Glendale. 

A channel 300 teet wide and over twenty 
miles long is being made in the San Ga- 
briel wash, beginning at the mouth of San 
Gabriel Canyon, and joining with a similar 
channel of the Rio Hondo just north of 
Clearwater. Floot waters of these two 
rivers and that of the Los Angeles River 

be carried to the sea at Long Beach 
im a channel from 400 to 600 feet wide. 

A steam shovel is working below Vernon 

on the Los Angeles River, straightening 


three shifts of eight hours each. On No- 
vember 1 the County Engineer estimates, 
$2,000,000 of the funds appropriated for 
this flood work will have been spent, chiefly 
in laying tne foundations for the compre 
hensive plan for reclamation of valuable 
lands in the two courities.

more impressive. 

The truck exhibit was somewhat smalier 
than usual, owing, the dealers explained, 
to the difficulty in getting sufficient trucks 
to supply their demands. Many new ma- 
chines were shown for the first time in 
both tractors and farm implements. 

One gratifying feature of the exhibit was 
the fact that there were a large number of 
sales made in practically all lines of ma- 
chinery exhibited. 

The milking machine exhibit was unusu- 
ally complete, practically every line han- 
died on the Pacific Coast being represent- 
ed. More than 100 manufacturers had dis- 
plays in the various lines of machinery. 


CONDITION OF CROPS 
BETTER THAN AVERAGE. 


It is reported by the Federal Bureau of 
Crop Estimates that, on September 1, the 
condition of all crops in California was 
109.7 per cent. compared with the same

Small tractors are now in use in large 
parks, country clubs and golf links in vari- 
ous parts of California for the mowing ot 
Krass. Heretofore, a small gasoline motor 
has been hooked up to a large lawn mower 
for this work. Now it is possible to hitch 

a tractor of ten or twelve horse power on 
* drawbar to a series of several mowers, 
and the work of cutting a lawn is greatly 
shortened. 

Almost dafly a new use has been found 
for the tractor in municipal work. They 
have replaced the costly, ponderous road 


and other work on highways. For excava- 
tion of earth roads they have been found 
very desirable, and in grading roadways 
they have proved much more economical 
than horses or the old time, heavy “trac 
tion engine.” Sufficient power, combined 
with speed, is needed in doing good ex- 
cavation work in a short time, and these 
the tractor furnishes.

smaller sized tractors are d that is, 
machines developing from eight to twenty 
horse power on the drawbar. Some makers 
are considering the advisability of putting 
out a special commercial machine, equipped 
with special wheels and pulley for use in 
factories and wholesale houses. Some of 
the desirable features for the commercial 
tractor would be lightness, ample power, 
hard rubber tires, pulley for belt work in 
prominent position and ‘extra speed.

Another niche which the tractor has 
filled in work outside the farm is in mining 
and lumbering. In the Northwest scores 


of tractors are at work in the lumber 
camps, hauling logs and material over 


machines are almost all of the tracklaying 
type, although the wheel type tractors are 
also used with success. They pull their 
loads over high mounds of brush, banks of 
earth, across arroyos and up the sides of 
hills with facility. 


In Northern California several mining 
companies employ tractors’ in excavation 
and hydraulic work, hauling supplies and 
piles over country which would daunt 
horses and trucks. It has been recorded
